All the high Chinese officials know very well 
thut the man who sold China to Russia—a sale 
which wos fortunately not completed, owing to 
the Ler opposition of the Yangtzse and 
Southern Viceroys—was the statesman whom his 
foreign flattorars described. as “ ‘Che Bismarck 
of China,” regardless of the insult to the 
momory of the groat German statesman which 
this dosignation conveyed. We have it on the 
authority of the Zime—and no one ever 
prnetra‘ed the true character and aims of Li 
Hung-chang’ better than the Foreign Editor 
of the great London. paper—thet on the 30th 
of September, 191, Earl Li wrote the 
following letter to H.B, Yung Lu, who was .t 
that time the ' most trusted advisor .of the 
Empress Dowager. It was one of the last 
State papers that-Karl Li wasto.write, and he 
know when he wrote it.that the hand of death 
was upon him. The Empress Downger was on 
her way back from Heian to Peking, and Nussia 
was using every endeavour to get the convention 
which gave her Manchuria sign d, while’ Japan 
and public opinion in China wore urging the 
Empress Dowag-r to refuse her signature. 
The Russian Minister at Peking was pressing 
Earl Li to use his influence with the ‘Empress 
Dowager, und he succacded in persuading the 
moribund Earl to send the letter (ehready 
published) to the man who was then directing 
the policy of the throne, oud who, as a Manchu, 
should have jea!ously “maintained tho integrity 
of his country. 3 


Those who ure told that the late Earl Li was |° 


the greatest statesman that China produced in 
the nineteenth century. could only conclude 
from reading this letter that Chinese states- 
manship is mado up of equal parts of cunning, 
| duplicity, and short-ightedvoss. Fortunately, 
those who know the history of. China in the last. 
half-century know that Li Hung-chang was 
never trusted, ho «over much he might he feared; 
by the best public opinion in China. Li urges 
that Manchuria should be given up to Russia, 


becanse that will bring on—as it has done—a war |. 


between Russia aud Japan, and China would 
help Russia to beat Japan, and Russia would got 
Corea, Li's shortsighiedness is shown in his 
argument that if China put the saddle on her 
own back for Rusaia to-ride her, Russia would 
out of gratitude voluntirily relinquish Man- 
churia, ‘aa if’ Corea would be of auy uve to 
Russia without Manchuris. ‘Then, with charac- 
teristic duplicity, Li, goes on to point cut that 
if the Japanese were victorious, China could 
“join with the latter and help them to drive 
the Hussians out of Manchuria without running 
any grave risks, while in present circumstances 
it might. be difficult, for us to recover possession 
of it.’ Earl Li's estimate of the attitude 
of tho ‘principal Foreign Powers is shrewd 
enough, but when he wrote he could not 
foresee what a difference’ would be mado in 
the Far Eastern policy, of the United States 
when its direction came into the hands of 
| President Roosevelt, under whom Mr. Hay has 
been allowed to carry out his ideas which iwere 
repressed by President McKinley, A point to 
‘be noticed in Earl Li's letter is the closing 
statement that H.H. Yuan Shih-kai, tho: pre- 
‘sent “Viceroy of Chihli, would. support the 
former's proposed policy.

‘THE “LUNATIC? FLEET. 
. The steam cutter Magpie, belonging to the 
Gamecock trawler fleet, which was fired on by 
the Russian Baltic float, arrived in the Thames 
on Octotor 23. Her captain confirmed the 
details of the story received from Hull. He 
said : “Friday night, there were about forty 
vessola of the Gamocock ficet fishing in lat. 
55 dege. 15 ming. wud long, bdega. 6 mins. It was 


amisty, drizzling. night. Wes: rood over an 


area of some miles. . Our admiral had just pre- 
viously signalled by rockets and coloured lights 


the fishing directions for the night. Whether, 


that had anything to do with what followed I 
do not know, ‘The whole thing isu mystery. Pro- 
seutly, throug? out the anist, there appeared the 
lights of muny vessela, big and amall, Knowing 
that the Baitic fleet wasen reuto, wo naturally as- 
sumed that they woro ‘Ruasians, but I cannot 
say for curtain, ' They were gignalling one 
another, and with powerful searchlights spied 
out. every one of our flect. Sudienly some of 
tho warships started. firing at about. twenty 
boats which wore nearost to them. Woe at first 
supposed they wore blank shots, and the boats- 
wain of the ‘loméit, which was, close in, held 
two big fish out at arm's longth. Some say he 
was off-ring then to tho Russians in fun, ond. 
othors that he meant to acquaint the Russians, 
with the fact that wo were peaceful fishermen, 
and nt disguised enemies. In any case, there 
was no: mistaking. our occupation, for we 
were clo-e enough for the Russians to p00 
that ‘our mon’ were,all engaged in gutting 
fish.’ When we realized that the Russians 
wore firing shot, all became’ terror and: ‘con- 
fusion, Nets were out away, steam was gotten 
up, and trawlers hurried away as fast os possi- 
ble. Judging by the rapidity of the shets thoy 
wery yapid-firing guns. I have yeeh somo of 
the stiots imbedded in the boats.” They are 
about tho diameter, but not tho length of a big 
cucumber, and with brass heads. “ What with 
tho darkness, the rain, and glare of searchli- hts, 
we wore unable to identify the warships. After 
about half-an hour, the firing suddenly ceased, 
and the floot started away in the direction of 
the English Channel.” 

Cupt. Peaker confirms the details of the fate 
of the Crave and her crow, and speaks with 
intonso indignation of the cpnduct of the Rus. 
sians. Ho says; “It. is impossible that we 
could have been taken for anything bat trawlers. 
T cau only imagine that the Russians lost their 
heads and blazed away in confusion, and when 
they discovered their mistuke steamed off.”

The orders for the two battleships included 
in the Navy Programme of 1904-5 have been 
placed. One of these is to be built at the new 
works at Dalmuir-on-Clyde of Mossra, William 
Beardmore und Co... Limited, and tho other at 
the works of Palmer's Shipbuilding and Iron 
Ucnipany, Limited, Jarrow-on-Tyno. Those 
battleships, the first’ designed by Mr. Philip 
Watts: since he was appointe Director of 
Naval Construction and --Assistant Controller, 
mark a large advance, especially in respect of 
gun-power ‘and of’ armour protec jon. For 
many years it lias boen the Snvariable practice’ 
to fit four 12-in guns into our battloships as. a 
primary armament, and up Jillthe dosion of tho 
King Edward VIL, by Sv Williom White, the 
s-condary armament was exclusively of 6-in. 
quickfireve. But it had long leon urged that, 
in view of the greater resistance of avmour_ to 
penctrali n, th so quick-firors would be incffeo- 
tive: in-a fleot action fought at about 3,00! 
yards’ range. In the King Edward Vil. class 
four 9.2-in. guns wore substituted fy s cor- 
ye-ponding number of 6-in. weapons; while 
this waa nseful addition-to fighting power, it 
was still considered by somo that the remsining 
6-in. guus were inadequate. My. Watts Las 
now discarded them, and the armament of this 
new Lord Nelson class includes fonr 12-in. and 
ten 92-in guns. At the same lime the length 
of tho guns has: beon increased—tho former 
from 40 to 43 calibres, and tho latter from 45 10 
50 calibres.'
